Vastly improyed since 
first introduced in 1965, un- 
der the personal supervision 
of boss Domenico Agusta, 
the roadster is based on the 
world beating MvV-fours 
which won--nine—500__cc 
championships from 1956 to 
1965. 

The 590 cc engine (56 x

carburettors.

In all the annals of motor- 


cycle history there is no more 
interesting «a story than the 
legends of the men and 


machines who sought to be 
the world's fastest on two 
wheels. The quest for speed 
has been an” international 
story, too, as many countries 
and manufacturets have all 
played a part in this timeless 
soga of man trying to go 
faster thin his fellow man. 

The beginning of this speedy 
and sometimes dangerous 
sport goes way back to the 
earliest years of this century 
when the internal combustion 
engine was first used in a 
Dicycle. The first twenty years 
‘was a mixed picture with no 
country or type of machine 
able to establish a trend of a 
superior design. 

By the mid-1920's this had 
aru changed after Eugene 
Walker had clocked _ his 
American made 61 cubic inch 
Indian at 103 mup.h., as Eng- 
land became the world leader 
in motor cycle design. In 1926 
the limeys truly took the lead 
‘when Claude Temple became 
the first to officially crack the 
two-miles-per-minute mark 
with his 12141 m.p.h. clock- 
ing.
